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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 03-01-05 has not placed the instant application in condition 
for allowance, and thus, will not be entered. However, for the purpose of appeal, the amendment 
will be entered. 

The cancellation of claims 1-16 and 18-36 has overcome the previous 103 rejection based 
on Goto et. al. (US' 800). However, pending claim 17 has not overcome the previous rejection 
of "Scope of Enablement" even though some a-blockers are specifically listed. It is maintained 
that the combination of acetylcholinesterase inhibitors and a-blockers is not customarily done in 
the pharmaceutical art, and does not have sufficient enablement in the specification in terms of 
dosages and the frequency of administration. Therefore, undue experimentation would be 
required. 

The amended claim 17 has narrower scope of a-blockers, but would necessitate further 
consideration and search to determine the applicability of additional art which would render the 
amended claims anticipated or obvious under 35 USC 102 and/or 103. 

Furthermore, it is noted that claim 17 recites the drug "tamsulosin" which has a structure 
different from that of LY-23352. Thus, new matter is introduced.
